He Tells Senate Committee, 
However, That Basic 
Principles of Legislation 
Are Sound. 


WASHINGTON, April 11 (AP).— 
Senator Wagner (Dem.), New York, 
challenged advocates of a revised 
Labor Relations Act today to prove 
that their suggestions would. help 
the operation of the law and not 


destroy it. 

“Any diminution of its effective- 
ness would be a national evil,” Wag- 
ner told the Senate Labor Commit- 
tee. “Its mutilation would be a 
national calamity.” 

As the committee took up the 
controversial question of modifying 
the Act, Wagner agreed that if the 
need for alterations were shown, 
he would introduce amendments 
or support those of other Senators. 
He said repe&tedly, however, that 
the basic principles of the act are 
sound, 

He asserted he would support 
proposals to let employers petition 
for elections to ascertain which 
bargaining agency should repre- 
gent their workers, but contended 
that a ruling of the Labor Board 
and not the act itself prevented 
such petitions. 

Series of Amendments Proposed. 

A comprehensive series of amend- 
ments has been proposed by the 
American Federation of Labor as 
an aftermath of controversies be- 
tween its craft unions and the Con- 
gress of Industrial Unions. The 
A FY. of L. also would restrict 
powers of the Labor Board to in- 
Validate existing union contracts. 

Senator Burke (Dem.), Nebraska 
has asked that a new three-mem- 
ber board be appointed to replace 
the present one, and Sehator Hol- 
man (Rep.), Oregon, has suggested 
that a Labor Relations Commis- 
gloper and a nine-member appeals 

mission be substituted. 

Wagner said that the labor law 
Which bears his name has proved “an 
effective instrument for economic 
Peace and industrial justice.” 

“It has vastly benefited workers, 
employers and the public at large,” 
he said. “No one challenges its 
objectives; no responsible party 
openly* advocates its repeal.” 

Opposes “Reckless Tampering.” 

He asserted that “reckless tam- 
ering with the act” wvuld “sub- 
stitute uncertainty for certainty in 
the law” and would start a long 
string of law suits. 

“Within a comparatively narrow 
field,” he continued, “there may be 
some changes in the act which 
hearings before this committee will 
reveal to be sound in principle and 
practical in operation.” 

Wagner said the Labor Act had 
hot created “the unfortunate di- 
vision which now exists in the 
ranks of labor.” 

“It only outlawed the dummy 
Union set up by the company,” he 
added. “Its only concern was to 
foster and protect the free choice 
of representation by the employes 
themselves.” 

Says Law Reduced Strikes. 

Wagner Stressed his contention 
that the act had fostered industrial 
peace 


“In 1938, the first full year of 
Peration under the Supreme

Phyllis Jean Donnelly, 4, Fa- 
tally Injured Reaching Over 
Stove for Doughnuts. 


Phyllis Jean Donnelly, 4 years old, 
died last night at Deaconess Hos- 
pital of burns of the body and arms 
suffered Friday when her bathrobe 
caught fire as she reached over a 


lighted burner of a gas stove to get 
some doughnuts at her home, 6484A 
Clayton avenue. 

The child was eating breakfast 
in the kitchen at 8:30 o’clock when 
her mother, Mrs. Leonard Donnelly, 
left momentarily to go to the base- 
ment. The father, a steelworker, 
who works at night, was asleep in 
the bedroom, Finishing a dough- 
nut, Phyllis Jean tried to get an- 
other from a pan in the back part 
of the stove. She reached over a 
lighted burner and in so doing ig- 
nited the right sleeve of her bath- 
robe. 

Awakened by her screams, her fa- 
ther ran to the kitchen and found 
the upper part of her robe on fire. 
He beat the flames out with his 
hands. Taken to the hospital, the 
child was found to have been bad- 
ly burned on the arms and body. 
Donnelly was treated for: burns of 
the hands but was permitted to go 
home. 

His daughter died at 11 o’clock 
last night. 

The Donnellys, who moved to the 
Clayton avenue address only a day 
before the accident, have been stay- 
ing since then with his mother, 
Mrs. J. J. Donnelly, 1471 Sproule 
avenue, They plan not to return,

He ‘Goes to Jefferson City 


for Legislative Hearings 
on the Kansas City Con- 
trol Bill. 


SHORT, SHARP CLASH 
ON SUBJECT IN HOUSE 


Representative Crist, Op- 
posing State Control, 
Charges Pressure but 
Weakley Makes Denial. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., April 11 
(AP).—Circuit Judge Allen C. 
Southern, who first changed Gov. 
Lloyd CC, Stark’s attack on a 
“breakdown of law enforcement” 
in Kansas City from a growl to a 
bite, prepared to take a new part 
today in the Governor’s latest fight 
with the city’s Democratic organi- 


zation, 

He went to Jefferson City 
to appear before a legislative 
committee opening hearings to- 
night on the Stark-backed proposal 
to return control of the Kansas City 
Police Department to the State. 

With him was Alex 8S. Rankin, 
foreman of the grand jury sum- 
moned by Judge Southern in his 
term on the Jackson County Crim- 
inal Court bench last winter. That 
grand jury returned 166 indict- 
ments, three of them aimed at 
county officials, and a general shut- 
down of the city’s gambling spots 
has followed its activity. 


Strong in Home Sector. 


Judge Southern, whose strength 
in his home sector around suburb- 
an Independence has enabled him 
to remain largely aloof from the T. 
J. Pendergast organization, indicat- 
ed his opinion of the current Kan- 
sas City Police Department when 
he advised the jurors to obtain 
their evidence of law violations 
from other than police officials. If 
police knew of law violations, he 
told the jury, they should have act- 
ed previously, and if they did not 
they would not be effective wit- 
nesses. 

A group of independent Demo- 
crats, long unfriendly to the Pen- 
dergast organization, has formed a 
committee to appear in behalf of 
the State police control bill. It is 
headed by George S. Montgomery. 
Judge Southern is not a member 
of the committee, but he has indi- 
cated he will appear. 


Opposing the Measure. 


Some other Kansas City groups, 
including one armed with a Cham- 
,ber of Commerce resolution in be- 
half of police “home rule,” are pre- 
paring to carry to the Legislature 
the other side of the police contro- 
versy. 

Indications from Jefferson City 
were that they would not be heard 
until next week, the Legislative 
Committee planning to devote its 
first open hearings to proponents 
of the measure. 

The fight over the police bill— 
only one of numerous skirmishes in 
the prolonged Stark-Pendergast 
warfare—has been highly accentu- 
ated since the indictment by a Fed- 
eral grand jury last week of Pen- 
dergast and R. E. O'Malley, former 
State Insurance Superintendent, on 
income tax evasion charges. 

Both Pendergast and O’Malley 
have remained non-commital since 
their arraignments last week. Pre- 
liminary hearings on the charges 
against them are set for April 24. 


Bitter Flare-Up in House Over 
Kansas City Police Bill. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch, 
JEFFERSON CITY, April 11.— 
Smoldering bitterness in the House 
of Representatives over Gov. 


Stark’s bill to remove the Kansas 
City police department from politi- 
cal domination of Boss T. J. Pen- 
dergast and place it under State 
control, flared up today but was 
quickly smothered. 

Representative H. C. Crist of 
Springfield, who disclosed he was 
opposed to the bill, arose today on 
a point of personal privilege and 
protested against being approached 
by supporters of the bill to inquire 
as to his position on the measure. 
He charged pressure was being put 
on him, 

House leaders quickly shut off 
the discussion of the protest and 
the Governor's bill by bringing up 
regular legislative business. 

Crist declined to name those he 
said had approached him, although 
he was invited to do so by Repre- 
sentative William B. Weakley of 
Pike County, who introduced the 
Governor’s bill and is leading the 
fight for it. 

Crist Expresses Fears. 

Crist asserted that placing the 
Kansas City department under 
State control, as are the St. Louis 
and St. Joseph departments, would 
permit creation of a political ma- 
chine that would be worse, in vote

Cartoonist Bruce Bairnsfather 
to Revive Noted Character 
on Posters. 


LONDON, April 11 (AP).—Great 
Britain today signed up “Ole Bill,” 
Bruce Bairnsfather’s famous wal- 
rus-mustached cartoon character 
of World War days, in an effort 
to increase enlistments for the ter- 
ritorial army. 

Bairnsfather agreed to draw re- 
cruiting posters to be displayed 
throughout the United Kingdom. 
The cartoonist said that his revived 
“Ole Bill” would have to have gray 
hair and would be shown advising 
youngsters to enlist, pointing out 
that soldiers today ride in trucks 
instead of foot slogging as Bill and 
other soldiers did in the World 
War. 


STOCKS RALLY AFTER LOSSES 
IN WAR-SCARE MARKET 


Leaders Plunge $1 to $5 Until Final 
Hour, When Hope of Technical 
Rebounds Curbs Sales. 


NEW YORK, April 11 (AP).— 
After weathering more selling 
waves, the stock market rallied in 
late trading today and canceled 
many early losses which ran from 
$1 to $5 a share. 

The heaviest attack on values 
occurred around midday, when ten- 
sion became pronounced over the 
reported deploying of French and 
British naval craft in the Mediter- 
ranean. 

Traders turned to the buying side 
in the final hour, counting on an- 
other technical rebound from the 
extreme low levels reached in the 
last few days on the latest war 
scare, 


ROOSEVELT ASKS CONGRESS 
FOR SPECIAL ARMS FUND 


Says $32,500,000 for Educational 
Munitions Orders Is Needed to 
Meet New Contingency. 

WASHINGTON, April 11 (AP).— 
President Roosevelt sent to Con- 
gress today a request for an ap- 
propriation of $32,500,000 to permit 
the War Department to place edu- 
cational orders designed to famil- 
iarize industry with production of 
munitions and war supplies. 

The appropriation was authorized 
by the present Congress. 

The office of Budget Director, in 
a letter sent to the House by the 
President, said the appropriation 
was needed “to provide for a con- 
tingency which has arisen and leg- 
islation which has been enacted 
since the transmission of the bud- 

et.” 

. Congress appropriated $2,000,000 
for educational orders last year. 


$500,000 BOMBER CRASHES 
AND BURNS AT DAYTON, 0. 


Three Aboard Escape; Plane Was 
Built for Possible Purchase 
by Army. 

DAYTON, O., April 11 (AP).—A 
new $500,000 attack bombing plane, 
built for possible purchase by the 
army, crashed and burned near 
Wright Field today. 

Lieut. G. E. McGuire of March 
Fiedl, Cal, was the pilot. Maj. 
Young Pitts of March Field and 
Lieut. J. W. Anderson of Barksdale 
Field, Ala., were passengers. All 
were shaken up, but not seriously 
injured. 

Witnesses reported the nine-ton 
ship had been flying low. Some be- 
lieved the p ilot, noting engine trou- 
ble, decided to land on a farm and 
in so doing struck an obstruction. 
'The three officers crawled out of 
the wrecked ship and walked away 
before the fire started. 

The plane had a wing spread of 
66 feet and was powered by two 


1350-horsepower engines. 


JUDGE'S WIFE GETS 
TAREE MONTHS ON 
SMUGGLING PLEA 


Mrs. Edgar J. Lauer Also 
Fined $2500—Court De- 
nounces Her as Incurable 
Like Kleptomania. 


CHAPERAU GIVEN 
5 YEARS IN PRISON 


This Concludes Govern- 
ment’s Case, Comedians 
Burns and Jack Benny 
Having Been Penalized. 


NEW YORK, April 11 (AP).— 
Mrs. Edgar J. Lauer, the 58-year- 
old wife of a State Supreme Court 
Justice, was denounced today by 
United States District Judge Vin- 
cent Leibell as a woman of “insane 
vanity” and sentenced to three 
months in jail on her plea of guil- 
ty of smuggling and conspiracy 
She also Was fined $2500. 

Some two\hours later, Albert N. 
Chaperau, the go-between in a se- 
ries of smugglings which involved 
not only Mrs. Lauer but George 
Burns and Jack Benny, movie and 
radio comedians, was sentenced by 
another United States Judge, Mur- 
ray Hulbert, to five years in prison 
and fined $5000. 

Thus the Government cleaned its 
docket of the case, Benny and 
Burns having previously pleaded 
guilty and paid fines of $10,000 and 
$8000, respectively. 

Chaperau was the actual carrier 
of the smuggled goods in each case. 
Mrs. Lauer to Jail at Once, 

Mrs. Lauer was directed to begin 
serving her sentence immediately, 
despite her lawyer’s appeal that she 
first be permitted to spend a few 
days at home. 

Mrs. Lauer was accompanied by 
a physician and a nurse when. she 
appeared before Judge Leibell. She 
leaned heavily on the arm of her 
husband as the little procession 
moved slowly into court. 

The Government asked for a six- 
month jail term for Mrs. Lauer, 
terming her a second offender. In 
the fall of 1937, Justice Lauer set- 
ted for $10,400 claims against his 
wife for undeclared jewelry she 
brought into the United States. 

Mrs. Lauer’s appearance today 
followed charges that she smug- 
glied clothing into this country 
from Paris last year. 

Judge Leibell indicated the sen- 
tence would have been more severe 
were it not for Mrs. Lauer’s phys- 
ical condition and her age. She is 
58 years old, 

Mrs, Lauer was indicted on four 
counts, but only on the first count, 
that of conspiracy, did she receive 
a penalty. The Court imposed a 
suspended sentence on the other 
three counts and placed her on a 
year’s probation. 

United States Attorney John T. 
Cahill accused Mrs. Lauer of hav- 
ing smuggled more than $30,000 
worth of goods since 1933 and ‘of 
having exhibited the same symp- 
toms of physical collapse in 1937 
when she evaded duties of $5200. He 
asserted Mrs. Lauer had a speedy 
recovery after a $10,000 civil fine 
was imposed. 

Own Counsel Accuses Her. 
Mrs. Lauer heard her own chief 
counsel, John W. Davis, call her a 
“vain and foolish woman.” 
“Madam,” said Judge Leibell, “I 
have heard the plea of your coun- 
sel, and I think that he has prob- 
ably described the cause of all your 
troubles, all of which you have 
brought on yourself. You have 
suffered from an insane vanity. 
Your constant breaches of the cus- 
toms laws are comparable to the 
thefts of those people who are 
called kleptomaniacs and for which 
there seems to be no cure.” 

After saying he must impose a 
jail sentence “because a heavy fine 
has seemed to have no effect,” the 
Judge added. “You are a promin- 
ent woman, the wife of a prominent 
man, and the public in general ex- 
pects the same justice to be admin- 
istered to the rich and the poor, 
the great and the lowly.”

LONDON, April 11 (AP).—Great 
Britain was reliably reported to- 
night to have accepted a promise by 
Premier Mussolini to keep peace in 
the Balkans and Mediterranean 
area. 

Authoritative persons said Mus- 
solini repeated his pledge to re- 
move his troops from Spain and to 
halt his invading troops at the Al- 
banian-Greek frontier. A reliable 
source declared Italy promised to 
withdraw its troops from Spain 
after a victory parade by the Na- 
tionalist leader, Generalissimo 
Franco, in Madrid, which, it was 
said, might be May 2, 

Prime Minister Neville Chamber- 
lain was reported to have told King 
George in an unusual conference, 
that the British Cabinet, after 


studying the new Italian assur- 
ances, had decided that Mussolini 
should get “another chance.” 

Chamberlain and the King had 
a lengthy conference at Bucking- 
ham Palace after the King had 
broken his Easter holiday at Wind- 
sor Castle to review developments 
in Eastern Europe. 

Rumor Trip Might Be Canceled. 

The King decided, however, to 
return to Windsor Castle tonight. 
An authoritative statement, evi- 
dently intended to put a halt to 
rumors that he was considering 
cancellation of his visit to the Unit- 
ed States and Canada, said the 
King’s sole purpose in coming to 
London was to learn of internation- 
al developments at first hand. 

It was explained that he had 
made the trip rather than cause 
Chamberlain to take time from im- 
portant conferences to travel to 
Windsor. 

Ivan Maisky, Soviet Ambassador, 
visited the Foreign Office this 
morning for a conference with Vis- 
count Halifax, Foreign Secretary. 

It was reported reliably that Mai- 
sky expressed the Soviet view that 
the British-Polish mutual aid pact 
was not enough to stop the Rome- 
Berlin axis Powers and discussed 
the possibility of a wide agreement 
which would include Rumania, Tur- 
key, Greece and Bulgaria. 

This diplomatic activity coincid- 
ed with concentration of the Brit- 
ish Mediterranean fleet, which was 
hastily mustered from scattered 
ports in a show of power apparent- 
ly intended to reassure the Balkans 
against any aggressive Rome-Ber- 
lin moves, 


Fleet Concentration. 


Admiralty officials denied that 
any British ships were near the 
Greek island of Corfu, off the Al- 
banian coast, or in any other Greek 
waters. They said, however, that 
the Mediterranean fleet was con- 
centrating at Malta, the closest 
British naval base to Corfu. Cham- 
berlain was said to have warned 
Italy yesterday that seizure of Cor- 
fu would be a cause for war. 

The battle cruiser Repulse, desig- 
nated to take the King and Queen 
to Canada, was at Gibraltar today 
and there was speculation whether 
it would be held there to strength- 
en the Mediterranean fleet. 

The Admiralty said the Repulse 
was in fighting trim but that it 
likely would return to Portsmouth 
in about 10 days unless the crisis 
deepened.

Offers No Testimony Before Charge 
Against B. W. Bowdry of Tulsa, 
Ok., Is Given to Jury.

PLEA UPHELD IN 
STRAW DEAL SUIT 


Judge Kirkwood Sustains 
Demurrer to Action to 


Recover $5450 Made on 
Closed Bank’s Realty. 


A demurrer by the Joseph F. 
Dickmann Real Estate Co, to the 
suit of State Finance Commissioner 
R. Waldo Holt for recovery of 
$5450 in commission and profits on 
re-sale of realty of the closed Low- 
ell Bank, which the company, sell- 
ing agent for the bank, bought for 
its own account through a straw 
party, was sustained by Circuit 
Judge Robert F. Kirkwood today. 
He held there was no cause for 
action. 

Judge Kirkwood declared that the 
transaction was a judicial sale, ap- 
proved previously in Circuit Court, 
and that the rule of law relied on 
by the commissioner—that there 
was a breach of fiduciary relation- 
ship because the agent did not dis- 
close that it was also the buyer— 
did not apply in such a sale. 

Court a Contracting Party. 

There was no allegation that the 
Dickmann company, which is head- 
ed by Mayor Bernard F. Dickmann, 
took part in getting the sale ap- 
proved, but the Court was one of 
the contracting parties in that pro- 
ceeding, Judge Kirkwood said. 

In his memorandum, Judge 
Kirkwood set forth the allegations 
that the company presented an of- 
fer for sale of eight pieces of the 
bank’s property for $19,000, which 
Commissioner Holt accepted, sub- 
ject to approval of the Court, and 
that this approval, including provi- 
sion for the $950 agent’s commis- 
sion, was obtained. 

Richmond C. Coburn, of counsel 
for Holt, said to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter that the only step ap- 
parently left open for the commis- 
sioner was to appeal from Judge 
Kirkwood’s ruling. Such an appeal 
probably would lie in the St. Louis 
Court of Appeals, unless a consti- 
tutional issue should be raised, it 
which case it would go to the Su- 
preme Court of Missouri. 

Commissioner’s Contention. 

Counsel for.the commissioner as- 
serted in their brief that approval 
of the sale by the Court was not 
an issue, but only a circumstance. 
The defense brief took the position 
that the commissioner had no right 
to file the suit because it was a 
collateral attack on the sale, which 
had already been adjudicated. 

It was admitted in a deposition 
hearing that the Dickmann com- 
pany made the profit in the deal, 
and that Mrs. Cecelia Ross, sister 
of the office manager of the Dick- 
mann company, Alois O. Stemmler, 
was the straw party. Otto J. Dick- 
mann, vice-president and active 
head of the company, and Stemmler 
asserted that Oscar H. Wibbing, 
Special Deputy Finance Commis- 
sioner in charge of liquidation of 
the Lowell Bank and six other 
closed banks, knew the real estate 
company was the actual purchaser. 
Wibbing said no one connected 
with the company ever had told 
him who the real purchaser was. 

In a similar suit by Holt against 
the Dickmann company, seeking to 
recover $8837.50 in profits and com- 
mission in connection with pur- 
chase by the company through a 
straw party of eight pieces of prop- 
erty of the defunct Kirkwood Trust 
Co., a defense demurrer is pend- 
ing before Circuit Judge Ernest F.

World Changes.

WASHINGTON, April 11 (AP).— 
The Postoffice Department — a 
stickler for geographical accuracy 
—faces the prospect of ripping up 
its $20,000 foyer floor or ignoring 
what has been happening abroad.

The House committee’s bill pre 
vides $5,000,000 for direct relief fo 
two years, $3,250,000 for aid for de 
pendent children and $2,000,000 fo 
administration. The commissio 
does not ask for an increase in th 
proposed allotment of $19,500,000 fo 
old-age pensiofis. 

It is pointed out in the statemen 
that during the first four month 
of this year $1,742,617 had been e 
pended for direct relief out of th 
proposed allotment of $5,000,000 
leaving only $3,257,383 for the re 
maining 20 months of the bienniu 
With only this amount available, i 
is stated, the fund would be entir 
ly exhausted by the end of this yea 
if present average relief payment 
of $10 a month were continued, or i 
would be necessary to reduce aver, 
age payments to about $4.50 
month, which would be “utterly in 
adequate to maintain the needy in ¢ 
condition compatible with decenc 
and health.”

BALKAN POLICY 


Hitler’s Paper Says Greece 
and Yugoslavia ‘Could 
Come in Danger Only if 
Misused by Imperialists.’ 


BERLIN, April 11 (AP).— 
Reichsfuehrer Hitler’s newspaper, 
the Voelkischer Beobachter, told 
Greece and Yugoslavia today that 
“they could come in danger only 
if they let themselves be misused” 
by Great Britain and France. 

Under the heading “Western De- 
mocracies Again Out to Catch the 
Silly,” Voelkischer Beobachter led 
the press attack which ended a 
two-day holiday truce in which 
Germans for the most part had 
been unaware of the intense diplo- 
matic activity in other European 
capitals following Italy’s occupa- 
tion of Albania. 

(Britain and France were report- 
ed last night to have tendered 
guarantees of Greek and Turkish 
independence against possible Ital- 
ian-German aggression. No such 
offer has been reported yet in the 
case of Yugoslavia.) 

“We do not doubt that Athens 
will reject this immoral offer of 
the Western European seducers,” 
Hitler’s newspaper said, “and will 
remain as cold-blooded as Bel- 
grade (Yugoslavia).” 

The newspaper added that “both 
countries are in possession of un- 
equivocal declarations (of non-ag- 
gression) from Italy—just like Po- 
land’s from Germany. 

“They could come in danger only 
if they let themselves be misused 
by the incorrigible imperialists of 
the west.”

Labor Demonstration. 


The Executive Committee of the 
General Labor Confederation, rep- 
resenting every union worker in 
Argentina, yesterday ordered a 14- 
hour stoppage of work next Satur- 
day to demonstrate labor’s solidari- 
ty with the’ Government “against 
infiltration of Nazi doctrines.” 
Labor leaders said 300,000 mem- 
bers of the confederation and 
200,000 non-union workers were ex- 
pected to participate in the dem- 
onstration from 6 a. m. to 8 p. m., 
Saturday. All union workers ex- 
cept those engaged in essential 
services were ordered to leave their 
jobs during those hours. 

The labor action was called to 
show President Roberto M. Ortiz 
that labor supported solidly his 
announced intention to investigate 
“every nook and cranny” regarding 


alleged Nazi activities, committee 
spokesmen said. ; 

President’s announcement 
followed recent reports of an al- 
leged German attempt to challenge 
Argentine sovereignty over Pata- 
gonia, 257,058 square miles of po- 
tentially rich territory in South- 
ern Argentina.

Fascism Before the World.

WPA Must Drop 300,000 
or More if Given Only 
$100,000,000, He Writes 
Senator Pepper. 


WASHINGTON, April 11 (AP).— 
President Roosevelt said in a letter 
to Senator Pepper of Florida today 
it was a matter of arithmetic that 
between 300,000 and 400,000 work 
relief jobs would be eliminated if 
Congress appropriated only $100,- 
000,000 for the WPA. The Senate 
is scheduled to vote on the appro- 
priation today. 

Roosevelt originally asked for a 
$150,000,000 appropriation. The 
House voted $100,000,000. Pepper, 
who has been leading a Senate fight 
for the full appropriation, had in- 
quired as to the President’s views 
on the reduction.

Second is the new 
generation which has grown up 
under Fascism and which has been 
indoctrinated from childhood. A 
third consideration is the belief that 
created wealth is being distributed 
more equally, and that there has 
been a narrowing of the economic 
gap between the very rich and the 
very poor. 

A fourth factor As the advanced 
social laws, designed to prgtect the 
underprivileged through insurance 
and relief benefits. These benefits, 
though pitifully small because of the 
national poverty, have at least set 
the pattern for a system. 

The Italian workingman, with a 
marvelously built-up faith in the 
ability of Il Duce to work wonders, 
is convinced that this system will 
insure real security as soon as Italy 
achieves the national wealth which 
Mussolini holds out as the certain 
ultimate achievement of Fascism. 

It is toward the masses—the peas- 
ants and the industrial workers— 
that Fascism is directing its present 
program. The results already 
achieved have debunked the Com- 
munists’ claim that theirs is the 
only formula. 

As is well known, it was as an al- 
leged defense against Communisza 
that Fascism tricked Italian indus- 
trialists and obtained its early sup- 
port from them. From this inci- 
dent has sprung a misconception, 
since fostered and developed by 
Leftists of all nations, that Fascism 
is the creature and tool of organ- 
ized business and finance. 

Off Red Grill Onto the Coals. 

Italy today is a complete refuta- 
tion of this theory. Fascism is a 
bed of coals into which Italian cap- 
italism leaped in desperation from 
the grill of Communism. 

The brutality of Fascism’s early 
days—the days of purges, deporta- 
tions to Lipari, and political assassi- 
nations—is a matter of record, To 
anyone familiar with Italian life 
and temperament, and with the na- 
tional aversion to discipline, it was 
difficult to believe even as late as 
five years ago that acceptance of 
Fascism by the Italian masses was 
otherwise than superficial. 

It seemed inevitable that beneath 
the surface there must be smolder- 
ing fires of hate and resentment. 


That such hatred did exist in the 


outstanding factor, of course, is the | 
master showmanship and salesman- 


more apparent that America’s 
allure to the Italian emigrant in 
pre-war days did not lie in the 
offer of political freedom. Amer- 
ica’s appeal was based on the offer 
of jobs and economic advantages. 
The stream of Italian emigrants re- 
turning jobless from America in 
the last 10 years has been a black 


eye for democracy and a buildup 
for Fascism. . 

As matters stand today, the 
greatest contribution America can 
make toward debunking the myth 
of totalitarian superiority over de- 
mocracy will be through the reha- 
bilitation of American prosperity. 

Distrust of Hitler. 

Meanwhile with Europe jittery 
over Mussolini’s demands on 
France, little jingoism is.evident in 
Italy. And popular dislike and 
distrust of Hitler are too great for 
concealment. The anti-Semitic cam- 
paign in Italy has produced audible 
rumblings of disapproval. Respon- 
sibility for it is placed at Hitler’s 
door. 

To the extent that they believe 
Mussolini was influenced and used 
as a cat’s paw, the Italian people 
think he cheapened himself before 
the world by me-tooing Hitler's 
anti-Semitic madness. 

The urge for peace and economic 
advantages is strong with Italians. 
The urge for conquest, except where 
and when it is whooped up arti- 
ficially by Fascist leaders and the 
younger generation, is not strong in 
the Italian people. Abyssinia is still 
a liability and a drain. Spain prom- 
ises to be a water haul from the 
standpoint of economic returns. 

What Italians would like is credit 
and foreign trade. It is obvious that 
neither of these is to be had from 
Germany, which is even worse bur- 
dened by the same needs. On the 
other hand, it is realized that Eng- 
land, the United States, South 
America and even France might of- 
fer both to an Italy committed to 


peace. 

That Italy is anxious to avoid any 
major war at present is apparent. 
Unfortunately, however, both 
France and England’s distrust 
Mussolini’s word about as much as 
they do Hitler’s. 

After Munich and the Czechoslo- 
vakian coup any move by Italy 
which suggests a stop-gap program 
will be viewed with suspicion as a 
possible move to gain time until the 
French and British determination 
to resist further aggression is less 
adamant than it is today.

last days of July and the first days of Au- 
gust, 1914—the eve of the crash from which 
Europe has néver really recovered. Is 1939 
destined to be another 1914? There are many 
ominous parallels, yet there are notable dif- 
ferences, too. 

Mussolini’s attack on Albania moved the 
center of alarm near the very spot where 
the murder of the Austrian Archduke precip- 
itated the conflict in 1914. 
like Adolf Hitler’s recent ones in Central 
Europe and with the same purpose—to break 
the power of possible local opponents of the 
Rome-Berlin axis. 

If Europe in 1914 slithered into war with- 
out anyone’s actually willing it, as Lloyd 
George said, here is at least one point 
where history will not repeat itself. If war 
comes now, those responsible will have had 
ample opportunity to reflect. They go 
against a whole galaxy of warning signals 
which have been carefully and elaborately 
displayed along their path. 

Much that was obscure in 1914—notably 
British policy—is clear today. If a collision 
comes, there will be no shadow of excuse 
for those who precipitate it. 
al 


Moreover, Europe of today is very differ- 
ent from Europe of 1914. Much of the pre- 
war social order vanished in the war and 
the revolutions which followed and brought 
new leaders and new classes to the top, as 


Easter Sunday hatched the egg story of the year in 
Indiana. It was back in 1851, 88 years ago, when 
this then good egg was laid. It was boiled in onion 
peel, beautifully painted, patriotically etched, and 
today, with the pre-natal memories of the Mexican 
War among its apocryphal possessions, it swings into 
the ninth decade of a prodigious century. 

Since its birth, Indiana events have sparkled, grown 
gray, passed into legends. This egg was listening 
to. the flowing song of the Wabash before Lew 
Wallace’s “Chariot Race” had put Ben Hur on Easy 
Street and ditched the crook, Messala. This egg was 
there when James Whitcomb Riley and his “Old 
Sweetheart of Mine” were both wandering along the 
shadowy shores of posterity. Old.age has crept upon 
George Ade, but his first Fable in Slang was an eon 
away, and equally remote were the cartoons and 
novels of the McCutcheons when this egg was in its 
teens. This egg could have been voting the Repub- 
lican ticket, and probably was, as Charlie Major 
turned adolescent America’s gaze to the lordlier past 
“When Knighthood Was in Flower.” It may have 
.gone Populist when Booth Tarkington showed us 


“The Gentleman From Indiana” or “Monsieur Beau- 
caire.” 

Now there's nothing left of the historic egg but 
the shell—the dead yet living image of Paul McNutt’s 


in Central Europe, Italy and Germany; while 
the remainder, though retaining its external 
formns, was left impaired and insecure. 

No social upheaval is more ruthlessly rev- 
olutionary than warfare on a modern scale. 
Hence, another conflict might finish off 
what the last one left of that traditional cul- 
tural community which the last generation 
knew as Europe—and which already is vir- 
tually destroyed in all those parts of the 
Continent where totalitarian states rule. 

According to observers in London, the 
clearest parallel between the present and 
that fateful summer 25 years ago is that be- 
tween the militaristic, truculent Germany 
of the Kaiser and the still more militaristic, 
more truculent Germany of Hitler. Both 
have been dominated by a goose-stepping pa- 
rade-ground mentality and spurred by the 
dream of a lightning victory, in spite of 
vast differences in their situations. Both 
have felt terribly aggrieved—though in 1914 
there was no Treaty of Versailles and no 
Bolshevism to be aggrieved about. 
have yearned to expand—though in 1914 
there were no lost colonies to lament. Both 
have provoked the alarm and opposition of 
almost the whole world. 

Britain in 1914 was unprepared save for 
her navy. She hoped against hope, after a 
decade of futile negotiations remarkably 
like those of recent months, that Germany 
would suddenly become reasonable. She re- 
lied upon last-minute improvisations to mob- 
ilize her vast but loosely organized resources. 
She held aloof from a Continent which was 
full of “nations of whom we know nothing” 
‘-——to use Prime Minister Chamberlain’s 
phrase about Czecho-Slovakia—refusing to 
commit herself wholly to a continental war.

Germany today is not nearly so strong as 
in 1914, either economically or morally. The 
social strain of preparation for war has 
worn down her reserves of strength and the 
nerves of her people. One economist has 
said that Germany would start a war to- 
day, not in her position of 1914, but in her 
position of 1917. She already has food ra- 
tioning. She would have to police a hostile 
Central Europe, and she might have to do 
a lot of policing in Germany itself, for the 
home front would be none too trustworthy.

Britain, though slow to prepare, is far 
more ready for war, both physically and 
morally, than in 1914. Then she was not 
completely committed even to aid France; 
today, she is committed to fight to defend 
France, Belgium and Poland. Her semi-iso- 
lation is gone. She is now part of Europe 
and knows it. The German air force was 
her teacher. 

Nazi bombers, without dropping a single 


'_ bomb, broke down Britain’s traditional re- 


luctance, placed Britain’s frontier not only 
on the Rhine but on the Vistula; and even 
performed the miracle of a rapprochement 
between the British Conservative Govern- 
ment and Soviet Russia. 

In 1914, Russia was allied to France and 
Italy hovered uncertainly in the background 
weighing the advantages offered her. To- 
day, Russia is uncertain and Italy is osten- 
sibly ready to fight with Germany. Spain, 
which stayed neutral in 1914, might be a new 
factor—at least that is the hope of Mus- 
solini and Hitler, who want her for an ally 
and for strategic bases. Russia seems a 
likely ally for the Western Powers. 

America’s position, which would be vital 
in a prolonged war, is totally different from 
what it was in 1914. This time she has 
foreseen the conflict even more clearly than 
many in Europe and, it is believed here, her 


and France. Nobody in Europe, not even 
the Germans, doubts that America’s re- 
sources would be thrown on the side of the 
democracies or that if Japan—another uncer- 
tain factor—joined Germany, America would 
be still less neutral. 

The differences are at least as im pres- 
sive as the similarities between the present 
and 1914. But the two periods are alike in 
this: one great war was a revolution for 
Europe and another war would be a far 
greater revolution, which might leave little, 
if anything, of that civilized heritage for 
which Europe has so long been distin- 
guished.

MERICAN government was built for 
safety, not speed, so people used to say 
when the doctrine of separation of powers 
was under discussion, Later, when speed 


| was demanded, we wondered whether it was 


safe to streamline government. 

We have come to ask our Government 
do many more things than it had to do in 
the eighteenth century, and the problem 
of how to administer such services has be 
come acute. Our Constitution is not spe 
cific on that point; it gives us no definite 
rules about administration. Our forefa- 
thers left such details to us, and we have 

een slow to give them attention. 

\The tradition of separation of powers has 
mated our thinking. We not only db 
‘responsibility for determining policies, 

we also frequently divide responsibility for 

administration and try to check and balance 

every part of it. When we do this, it is im- 

possible to discover who is responsible for 

success or failure when things go wrong 
in the management of our governmental 
business. 

Large legislative bodies, changing every 
two years, are adapted to deciding what 
services government shall perform and gem 
eral policies about them. They are not 


| adapted to deciding the details of how they 
shall be manager, how various services shall 


be co-ordinated and how duplication © 
be avoided. The best legislators can do 
to fix responsibility for administration ™ 
some one place. 

If a legislative body places on the executive 
responsibility for cafrying out policies, b 
can make department heads responsible for 
the different parts of this task, and they ™ 
turn can hold their subordinates responsible 
In this way, responsibility can be made clear 
all down the line, Failure to fix respon 
bility for the conduct of governmental busr 
ness is an outstanding defect of governmest 
in the United States. Through this failure 
the people lost control, which is the very or 
posite result of what is intended.

There is a lesson to be learned 
from all this. Sooner or later it 
must be learned by the whole world, 
including ourselves.

2. After you have learned to beat 
time, walk around the room, tak- 
ing one step to each beat. If you 
find this a little difficult at first, 
try it again. Walk in time with 
the beat of three or four songs. In 
a surprisingly short while you will 
find your feet “carrying the tune.” 

And that’s all there is to keeping 
time with the music! 

The five most popular dances 
are the one step, fox trot, waltz, 
tango and rumba, 

In the individual lessons covering 
these steps, I will give you a typi- 
cal popular song to which to prac- 
tice each one. These songs will 
help you to grasp quickly the dis- 
tinctive tempo of each dance, 


The songs I have selected for 
this purpose are ones which are 
familiar to most people. If it just 
happens that you don’t know a 
particular one of these tunes, I’m 
sure that one of your friends will 
be able to tell you how it goes. 

The fox trot is distinguished by 
its slow, even tempo. If you can 
tap with your food steadily to the 
music at the rate of about one tap 
per second (or perhaps slightly less 
than a second) with no heavily ac- 
cented beats, you can be pretty 
sure that you are listening to a 
fox trot. Four out of five dance 
tunes played on the radio are fox 

The one step is approximately 
twice as fast as the fox trot. If 
you to tap 
quickly—about two taps to each 
second—and steadily, without any 
noticeably accentuated beats, you 
know that the orchestra is playing 
& one step. One step music re- 
sembles a fast march. 

The one step was formerly very 
popular, but it has now been large- 
ly replaced by the slower fox trot, 
so you are not very likely to hear 
many one step tunes played by 
dance orchestras now. | 

Waltz tempo is absolutely dis- 
tinctive and very different from 
one step or fox trot time. There 
are three beats to a waltz measure, ' 


and very heavily stressed. | 

Rumba music is also character-| 
istically Spanish, but it reflects an | 
entirely different side of the Latin | 
temperament, for it is gay and| 
lively; fast and clackety, making | 
your blood race quickly through | 
your veins, 


There is one very simple way of | 
telling when rumba music is be-| 


ing played. If you see someone in 
a dance orchestra pick up the rat- 
tles or maracas (hollow gourds 
filled with dried peas and with 
sticks for handles), you can be 
pretty sure that the next dance is 
going to be a rumba. And you 
can easily spot the rattle of these 
gourds on the phonograph or radio.

CHICAGO, April 11. 


HREE years ago when solemn 
T ier (for little Isaac) Solomon 

inherited the conductorship of 
Chicago's listless and slightly lame 
Illinois Symphony, you could shoot 
deer in the Great Northern Thea- 
ter during concerts and run little 
risk of ever hitting a human. A 
sick chick in the Federal Music 
Project’s brood of WPA orchestras, 
the Illinois Symphony just didn’t 
draw the crowds. 


Then Solomon took over, beat new 
lifé into the outfit with his en- 
ergetic baton, and Chicago’s sincere 
symphony-goers started buzzing 
with excitement. Critics took down 
their back hair and touted Solo- 
mon as “an indisputable genius,” “‘a 
remarkable conductor destined for 
an important career.” 


Chicago’s greatest musicians, com- 
posers and real music lovers never 
missed a concert. Only the dow- 
agers in their diamond dog collars, 
the dilettantes in white ties and 
tails, stayed away. The Illinois Sym- 
phony’s concert prices were too 
cheap. The Great Northern wasn’t 
—and still isn’t—the smart place to 
be seen, even at a symphony con- 
cert. 


From the very first Izler Solomon 
concentrated on the moderns, par- 
ticularly new American composi- 
tions. The classics he left to the 
patrician, bewhiskered 40-year-old 
Chicago Symphony. Last week he 
counted up, checked off 35 first 
Chicago performances, 12 world 
premiers, four American premiers. 
Last month his Illinois Symphony 
played its hundredth composition by 
a U.S. composer. This month Solo- 
mon and his Illinois Symphony take 
a 10 per cent pay cut. The WPA 
maestro has made a name for him- 
self, but no money. 


The youngest American conductor 
to have done a major job, 29-year- 
old Izler Solomon swears on occa- 
sion, always says what he thinks. 
He thinks, for instance, that Amer- 
ican audiences and boards of di- 
rectors are stupid, too easily hood- 
winked by European conductors. 

“Any third or fourth rate Eu- 
ropean conductor has a better 
chance than an American conduc- 
tor of making a name for himself 
in the United States,” Solomon as- 
sured me. “For an American con- 
ductor to get any place, he must 


first buy a name for himself in 
Europe.” 

Not long ago an European man- 
ager heard Solomon conduct, en- 
thusiastically offered fto sell him 
10 European appearances for $6500. 
Solomon explained that he was a 
poor man. The manager left, but 
later cabled an alternative, a chance 
to conduct in Salzburg for $2500. 
Solomon didn’t even answer the 
cable. 

“T'll be damned/‘if I'll ‘work that 
way,” he snorted. “Ill make my 
way legitimately—or I'll stay on 
the WPA.” 

In Europe, Solomon says, the 
critics shake hands palms out, and 
a conductor’s notices glow in ex- 
act proportion to the number of 
shekels he donates. In America, 
it’s different. A conductor can’t 
bribe his way to the top. In Chi- 
cago, Solomon and his WPA sym- 
phony have come in for the most 
extravagant praise, and that in 
spite of the city’s practically united 
newspaper front against the New 
Deal, which is, of course, respon- 
sible for the existence of the Fed- 
eral Music Project.

[: the three years since bushy- 


haired Izler Solomon took over the 

Illinois Symphony he has had no 
real vacation. On the WPA, it’s 
no work, no pay. But he did have 
to take time out to have a nervous 
breakdown. Hard work brought on 
a three-fhonths enforced rest and 
treatment in seven hospitals. Doc- 
tors have warned him to slow down. 
He says he doesn’t know how. 

“We rent our scores by the 
week,” Solomon explained. “And 
there is no time to waste. For in- 
stance, I get a new score on Mon- 
day. On Tuesday I must start 
conducting, so I must study all of 
Monday night. All week we re- 
hearse. On Sunday there is the 
concert. And many of these scores 
are still in manuscript they are s0 
new. There is no precedent by 
which one can be guided, no tra- 
dition on many of them. I can 
only pitch in and take them by 
the horns.” 


This past season Solomon and 
his Ilinois Symphony played more 
new compositions than New York’s 
five symphonies combined. Proud- 
ly Solomon says “I could go into 
New York and do a whole season 
of new works.” Sadly, he says,

“Instead we are going on a tour 
of small Illinois towns.” 

While critics have been acclaim- 
ing Izler Solomon in all sorts of 
superlatives, this son of a Kan- 
sas City meat market proprietor 
has struggled against strange odds. 
To begin with, since the [Illinois 
Symphony is a WPA project, Solo- 
mon must take only those musi- 
cians who cannot find employment 
elsewhere. Many of them realize 
that they are done for, down and 
out. They also realize that they 
cannot be fired. 

“They realize that they are licked 
people,” Solomon sorrowed, “and 
you must understand what it is to 
work with men like that. I can 
only appeal to them. I cannot 
threaten them when they do not 
work to suit me. But many of 
them are fine musicians. The best 
ones I lose as soon as they get to 
be really good. I have lost two fid- 
dies and a violist to the Chicago 
Symphony. The best violist I ever 
had and a flute player now have 
jobs on the radio. Kansas City 
took my first chair cellist, my third 
horn and my bass player.” 

And yet, even under these condi- 
tions, Solomon continues in the 
consensus of the critics “to build 
the best musical programs in Chi- 
cago.” And he continues on the 
WPA because the public demands 
European conductors and is skep- 
tical of American products. 

The “discovery” of Izler Solomon 
took place in Kansas City some 16 
years ago. “Little Isaac” was then 
only 13, but he could get some 
amazing results out of his inexpen- 
sive fiddle. Music-minded Kansas 
Citians spotted genius in this 
young man of Russian-Jewish an- 
cestry, financed him through four 
years of study in the East, and 
then brought him back to Kansas 
City to perform. The concert paid 
its own expenses and there was 
enough money left over to enable 
Solomon’s backers to buy him a 
fine fiddle. Next, Solomon’s East- 
ern professor took the youngster to 
Europe with him and then on to 
Michigan State College where the 
professor had accepted a teaching 
Under a fellowship, Solo- 
mon studied at Michigan State and 
earned his expenses assisting the 
professor, and appearing as violin 
soloist with Midwestern sympho- 
nies. In 1931 ambitious Izler Solo-

What causes cancer? There are 
Many causes of cancer. The most 
common is some form of chronic or 
prolonged irritation.

Is cancer contagious or infec- 
tious? As a cancer is not due toa 
germ, it is neither contagious nor 
infectious. There is no record in 
medical literature of a physician or 
nurse getting cancer from such pa- 
tients despite most intimate contact 
with them. 


Does the use of aluminum cook- 
ing vessels cause cancer? No. 

Does electrical refrigeration cause 
cancer? No. 


What is the relation of food to 
cancer? So far as Known, no food 
or combination of foods has any in- 
fluence on the cause of cancer. 

Is there any disgrace in -having 
cancer? No. There is no more dis- 
grace in having cancer than in 
having a broken arm. 

How does cancer spread through 
the body? In three ways. (1) Can- 
cer cells grow through the walls of 
blood vessels and are carried by the 


blood stfeam to distant parts of the 
'body. (2) They enter the lymphatic 
stream in a similar manner and are 
carried to nearby lymph glands. (3) 
|The cancer cells grow directly from 
one tissue into another. 

| Is cancer a single disease? No. 
‘The term “cancer” includes all 
forms of malignant growth, very 
many varieties now being known 
These have certain characteristics 
in common, such as uncontrolled 
growth, tendency to spread widely 
in the body and fatal termination if 
not treated early and adequately. 
'They differ in certain characteris- 
tics, such ag location in the body, 
‘microscopic appearance and fre- 
‘sponse to treatment.
